Everyone should contact 
the social security office 2 
or 3 months before reach- 
ing age 65 tofile application 
for Medicare, Mr. HarryN, 
Scott, social security dis- 
trict manager, said. 

“This is true even if 
you have not worked under 
social security or have no 
plans to stop working, but 
you must file an application 
and establish your age.” 

Mr. Scott pointed out 
that many kinds of records 
may be obtained as evid- 
ence of age . The oldest 
records are usually the 
best. He stressed that one 
should not delay contacting 
the social security office 
because he does not have 
proof of age. 

“Another good reason 
for filing to establish Med- 
icare coverage is that you 
may also find you’re en- 
titled to some cash hene- 
fits, Thousands of people 
have been pleasantly sur- 
prised, in this way,’’ he 
added. 

Mr. Scott emphasized a 
person reaching 65 must 
file for medical insurance 
within a 7-month period 
consisting of the 3 months 
before he is 65, the month 
of his birth, and the 3mon- 
ths after that month, If the 
individual fails to enroll 
during this 7~month period 
he cannot sign for this im- 
portant protection until 
October 1967, The monthly 
premium will be permantly 
higher and his coverage 
will not begin until July 
1968,

On-the-job accidents killed 14,500 persons last year, 
400 more than in 1965. Disabling injuries resulting from 
work accidents numbered 2,200,000 up 100,000 from the 
previous year. 


“These accidents,” explained Henry J. Hoeffer, assistant 
general manager of the National Safety Council, “cost 
the American economy $6.6 billion in lost wages, medical 
expenses, overhead costs of insurance, interrupted pro- 
duction schedules, time lost of workers other than those 
injured, and losses from work-associated fires.

TOP-DRESSING 
PEANUTS 

A friend of mine called 
me a few days ago and 
asked about putting out 
landplaster or basic slag 
on peanuts that are a little 
bit earlier than usual. We 
checked into this and the 
folks at Auburn say that if 
the landplaster or slag is 
put on the last of June, it 
might be best to decrease 
the amount slightly. Both 
of these materials will 
leech from the soil to a 
certain extent and if they 
are put out too early, it 
could cause a loss in the 
yields, 


PASTURES 

I believe that pastures 
are in poorer shape this 
year than any time I can 
remember in the past sev~ 
eral years, It is still early 
June, though, and pastures 
that are fertilized ought 
to respond quickly if rains 
come, Of course, if you 
haven't fertilized your pas- 
tures, go ahead and do this 
as soon as possible, Try 
to go through the fall with 
an extra growth of grass 
to save either for hay or 
for grazing.

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RIOTS ARE MAJOR CRIME 


BY: J. EDGAR HOOVER, FBI Director 


Crimes of violence, 
such as forcible rape, mur- 
der, aggravated assault, 
etc., which increase sharp- 
ly during the long, hot 
months, are no longer the 
only major crime problem 
of many communities each 
Summer, Some areas are 
haunted by an equally grave 
danger--riots and anarchic 
demonstrations which 
leave devastation and ruin 
in thelr wake, 

This danger places a 
tremendous burden on law 
enforcement, Already 
hampered by undermanned 
staffs, police authorities 
are forced tomarshal their 
strength in expected trou- 
ble spots and leave other 
neighborhoods without the 
proper police protection, 
Nevertheless, responsible 
police officials recognize, 
as do all right-thinking 
Americans, that all citi- 
zens have an undeniable 
right to petition and dem- 
onstrate for causes they 
Support. In fact, enforce- 
ment officers spend much 
of their time protecting 
and guarding marchers and 
petitioners, 

However, police of- 
ficials, as well as the gen- 
eral public, are becoming 
weary of persons who, for 
self-aggrandizement and 
monetary gain, exploit 
noble causes and agitate 
peaceful groups into riot- 
ing mobs. Some so-called 
leaders seem to ‘‘blow hot 
and cold with the same 
breath.’ Their preach- 
ments are beginning tohave 
a hollow ring. They claim 
to support nonviolence, but 
do they? For instance, to 
publicly pinpoint certain 
cities where riots and vio- 
lence may occur seems to 
be inconsistent with the 
doctrine of nonviolence, 
Rather, it is more like an 
open invitation to hotheads 
and rabble rousers in those 
areas to move into action 
on cue, It puts them on 
notice that they are ex- 
pected to riot. Where are 
the reason and judgment 
in this type of leadership? 

In the past, law enforce- 
ment, with rare exception, 
has met its responsibili- 
ties during riots and dis- 
orders in an exemplary 
manner, Some police of- 
ficers have been killed and
